NEW HORRORS AWAIT IN 
A QUIET PLACE: PART O’

H appy New Year, horror fans! And what better 

way to kick off 2020 than with a tense new trailer 
for A Quiet Phce: Part II? We caught a glimpse 
of the upcoming horror flick in mid-December with a 
30-second teaser clip. Now, the first official trailer is here, 
and if s clear we’re in for a nail-biting ride. 

Before we proceed, there are some spoilers below 
from the hrst movie ... 

2018’s A Quiet Place ended with the Abbott family in 
serious danger. After Lee (John Krasinski) sacrihced him¬ 
self for his children, Evelyn (Emily Blunt) was left alone 
in their basement as the noise-guided hunters closed in 
on her. Once Regan (Millicent Simmonds) and Marcus 
(Noah Jupe) reunited with their mother, they discovered 
that Regan’s cochlear implant disturbed the creatures 
enough to weaken their defenses. But audiences were left 
with doubt as two more of the beasts loped in right before 
the credits rolled. 

While December’s teaser clip was short, it con¬ 


firmed a few key details. First, the bandage wrapped 
around Evelyn’s foot seemed to imply that A Quiet 
Place: Part II takes place directly after the dramatic 
final moments of the hrst film. Second, the clip also 
confirmed that Evelyn and the rest of the Abbott family 
made it off of the farm alive. 

Clutching a map that may or may not lead to salva¬ 
tion, the family treads carefully along a soft and sound- 
dampening path of sand. The teaser then snaps to black 
as Evelyn takes the hrst step on the leafy, twig-scattered 
forest hoor — a veritable obstacle course of sound. 

Today’s official trailer offers a clearer look at the 
fresh horrors that await Evelyn and her children as they 
leave behind the family farm and venture into the world 
beyond their compound — where the ferocious sightless 
creatures aren’t the only threat to their safety. 

The trailer opens with a hashback to “Day 1,” the day 
the creatures hrst appeared and overwhelmed humanity. 
Evelyn, driving with her children in the car, races through 
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her small town as pandemonium breaks out all around 
her. The trailer then flashes forward to the present, where 
the surviving members of the Abbott family are now on 
foot and desperately seeking salvation. 

They soon meet a lone survivor, played by Gillian 
Murphy, in the bowels of an abandoned factory. Evelyn im¬ 
plores this survivor to help them; there are people out there 
still worth saving. But Murphy’s character has witnessed his 
own share of darkness and is unwilling to agree. 

Like the hrst him, this sequel is co-written and 
directed by John Krasinski. Djimon Hounsou appears in 
A Quiet Phce: Part II in an undisclosed role, along with 
other actors portraying a slew of characters that will un¬ 
doubtedly spell out trouble for Evelyn and her children. 
The family will have to adjust to outsiders who don’t have 
the advantage of communicating via sign language, as well 
as the potential loss of civility in a world ravaged by extra¬ 
terrestrial monsters. Plus with the addition of a newborn 
baby, keeping quiet might not be so easy. 

A Quiet Place: Part II is set to hit theaters on March

NOT JUST AN ILLUSION 

AiDEN Sinclair's Illusions of the passed' 
Honors the QyEEN Mary's 
Forgotten spirits

T hey used to call he Queen Mary “the grey ghost” 
but, walking toward her on a sunny October after¬ 
noon, it’s hard to imagine her slicing through the 
dark transatlantic waters, barely visible like a specter. 

She is breathtakingly beautiful and very well named, 
towering majestically over the Long Beach pier where 
she’s been moored for over half a century. It’s easy to see 
why coundess thousands of passengers and visitors have 
fallen in love with her since her maiden voyage in 1936. 
It’s even easier to see why so many of those passengers 
and visitors, the ones who are deceased, continue to walk 
her decks, cabins, and corridors. 

Skeptics would amend that last sentence to read 
“allegedly still walk,” but I’d argue that many decades of 
paranormal investigations (including those that are still 
ongoing that we’ll discuss in a moment) have — quite liter¬ 
ally — blown “allegedly” out of the water. You’ve only got 
to spend a few moments here to know there are dehnitely 
spirits surrounding you, because everywhere you walk 
onboard the Queen Mary is suffused with the style and 
opulence of another time. Modern renovations, conve¬ 
niences, and technologies might have brought her into the 
21st century, but the Queen Mary has effortlessly retained 
her art deco grandeur. She is awe-inspiring. 

When my wife, Kate, suggested vacationing in Los Ange¬ 
les, I thought it would be a fantastic opportunity to check out 
two iconic haunted locations for Paranormal Underground 
magazine — the Queen Mary and the Oman House. When I 
originally contacted the Queen Mary’s PR team to ask about 
joining a ghost tour and interviewing the tour guide, she 
replied with a generous suggestion that was far more excit¬ 
ing: to be guests at Aiden Sinclair’s sold-out theatrical seance 
Illusions of the Passed: Legends of the Queen Mary — A 
Theatrical Seance, followed by a paranormal investigation, 
preceded by a personal tour from Aiden himself.

How can you refuse an opportunity like that, even 
though I had to Google who Aiden Sinclair was before 
quickly snapping up the invitation? That’s no slight on 
Aiden. I live in the U.K., where Aiden hasn’t been heard 
of yet — although that is surely just a matter of time. 
However, he’s very well-known Stateside as a television 
magician, illusionist, and apparationist. 

From the opening moments of Illusions of the 
Passed, it’s obvious why he’s earned his formidable repu¬ 
tation. But it was the illusionist tag that made me hesitate. 
After all. Paranormal Underground and its readers take 
our paranormal very seriously, so would interviewing an 
illusionist and master magician muddy the waters? 

No. Aiden takes the paranormal very seriously as well, 
to the extent that the Queen Mary’s spirits often have input 
into what’s happening on stage and paranormal activity on 
the ship has increased since he transferred Illusions of the 
Passed from the Stanley Hotel in Colorado (its home for 
four years, where it’s still being performed by Mistress of 
Mentalism Claire Voyant) to the Queen Mary’s specially 
prepared seance parlor, the Revenant Room. 

Aiden also, together with his assistant/fiancee Becca, 


conducts a paranormal investigation after every show, when 
a handful of audience members get the opportunity to join 
them. Taking part in the investigation costs a little more than 
the main show, but it’s well worth it. And Aiden and Becca’s 
dedication to this work demonstrates how focused they are 
on communicating with and honoring the spirits onboard the 
ship, especially those who have been forgotten. For Aiden, 
Illusions of the Passed isn’t just a performance; it’s opening a 
doorway to invite the spirits inside and tell their own stories. 

But we’ll talk about that in a moment. 

There’s an intensity to Aiden that is beguiling. Dressed 
immaculately in a casual 1930’s style with a neatly trimmed 
beard and a strip of hair on his otherwise shaven head that 
gives him an edgy, steam punky air, Aiden is effortlessly char¬ 
ismatic. He’s gently spoken, incredibly knowledgeable, and 
fascinating to listen to, and it’s obvious within a few moments 
of meeting him how much he loves the Queen Mary. 

Aiden graciously spoke to me about his show, his 
thoughts on the paranormal, his own paranormal re¬ 
search, and the ghostly activity aboard the Queen Mary. 
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Investigator Spotlight

Q: Can you give us some background to what 
you're doing here? How does a stage magician 
make the transition to apparitionist and paranor¬ 
mal investigator? 

Aiden: You have to understand that before I started do¬ 
ing this I came from a background of grift and sleight of 
hand — not to entertain but to cheat at a game of poker. 
And the majority of my adult life I ran very illegal poker 
rooms. I knew the con world very well, but I needed to 
retire from it. So I turned myself in, did my time, and 
when it was over I thought, since I’ve got the skillset to be 
a magician and entertainer, that’s what I should concen¬ 
trate on. 

As my career progressed, I got the opportunity to do 
a show for a domestic violence shelter. They asked me to 
be their celebrity bartender, to just do card tricks for peo¬ 
ple, and I immediately said yes. But the more I thought 
about it, it started to feel wrong. Domestic violence is a 
horrible thing that a lot of women are affected by, and 
I thought bartending and doing tricks wasn’t enough to 
raise awareness of their cause. So the next day I contacted 
them and said instead of doing bartending and card tricks 


I wanted to write a show that was very specihc to what they 
were trying to achieve. 

Earlier that week I’d watched a BBC documentary 
about the mental-health system in the U.K. and an asylum 
called Colney Hatch where a lot of terrible, tragic events 
took place. Some of its patients would end up being pretty 
famous — one of the individuals they thought was Jack the 
Ripper spent a lot of time there, and Aleister Crowley had 
two of his wives committed there, where one of them was 
in the care of a guy who was actually one of Crowley’s big¬ 
gest followers. He used to write letters to Crowley to tell 
him about the horrible “treatments” he’d subjected her to, 
like dropping her into a tub of ice water four times a day 
for 15 minutes at a time. He was later bred because he 
publicly professed his belief in black magic and witchcraft 
and the practice of the magickal arts. 

So much darkness was happening in the asylum that 
I wrote the show about it. It ended up having such an 
emotional effect on the audience that I realized I couldn’t 
do card tricks anymore. Card tricks don’t connect with 
people in a visceral way, and I wanted what I did to make 
a connection. 

Q: And that's what brought you to the Stanley 
Hotel? 

Aiden: Yes, but it wasn’t too far of a jump. The Stanley 
Hotel was right next to where I lived, and when I took a 
tour and heard the ghost stories, the magician side of me 
wondered who’s to say the ghosts can’t tell these stories 
for themselves? Just as a mind reader reads minds, why 
can’t this information come directly from the spirits who 
roam here? 

So then I got into researching spiritualism and seance 
and developed Illusions of the Passed for the Stanley 
Hotel, using my knowledge as a magician to create the 
kind of paranormal experience I knew audiences would 
be looking for. I was still very much a skeptic then. 

Q: When did the skepticism stop and your para¬ 
normal journey begin? 

Aiden: Well, when you start living in a very haunted 
place like the Stanley Hotel, it becomes increasingly hard¬ 
er to ignore when strange things happen. The hrst year I 
was there, something would occur almost every day but 
I’d blow it off with excuses like “it’s just the wind” or “the 
door probably wasn’t closed” or “I didn’t really see that.” 
But then things started happening that were more and 
more profound that I couldn’t look away from anymore. 

Over the years. I’ve accumulated a collection of 
haunted items. Some of them I’ve bought; some I’ve been 
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given. Because doing the show is a little bit like jazz — I 
like to change things around almost every night to keep 
it fresh and stop myself from getting bored — there was 
one night at the Stanley when I decided to put everything 
that’s in our haunted museum onstage, about 40 variously 
historic items or “historically haunted” items that include 
pieces from the Titanic, from the Jack the Ripper case, 
from the Stanley Hotel itself. The items aren’t just his¬ 
toric, they have a past and a meaning that people connect 
with. So just being in the room with them feels special. 

It was that night, with all those pieces onstage, that 
everything started to tilt me. 

One of the items is a porcelain 
doll that belonged to a little girl who 
spent every summer at the Stanley 
from 1909 to 1919. At the time there 
were three different porcelain dolls 
in the collection — one of them being 
a ventriloquist dummy that is super 
creepy — and I had this idea of throw¬ 
ing a bean bag into the audience and 
telling the person who caught it that 
whatever they picked on stage, that’s 
what the show will be about tonight. 

So I tossed out the bean bag, and 
the gentleman who caught it looked 
at everything and asked, “What’s the 
story with that doll?” So I said great, 
we’re going to talk about that little girl 
tonight, that’s what this evening’s story 
is going to be about. 

That happened 36 shows in a 
row. It didn’t matter where I put the 
doll on the stage. It didn’t matter who 
I threw the bean bag to. It was as if the 
more we told this little girl’s story, the 
more she wanted it to be told. And there’s a point where 
the math of that doesn’t add up — 36 times in a row isn’t a 
coincidence; it’s insane. 

But what gets more insane is that on the 37th night, 

I decided to try and manipulate the outcome of what was 
chosen so the little girl’s doll wouldn’t be picked. Instead 
of being in my dressing room before the performance, I 
stood all the way at the back of the theater and watched 
every single person coming in, reading their body lan¬ 
guage and deliberately thinking. Which one of these 
people is the least likely to pick that doll? 

Sure enough, this kid walks in. He’s maybe 15 years 
old, saggy pants, hat on sideways, punching his sister. He’s 
a jerk. He’s loud, he’s obnoxious, and he’s looking at the 
items on the stage. And I heard him ask twice, “Is that 


stuff real?” — giving my assistant a really hard time. 

Now, one of the items in the collection is a mummi- 
hed human head. That’s a very boy thing. It’s creepy, it’s 
gross, and if you have to make a choice between a doll in 
a cute dress or a human head, this kid would totally go for 
the human head. So, when the show started, I threw the 
bean bag to that kid. 

He stood up and was posturing a little bit. He looked 
at everything, and then the moment he made eye contact 
with the doll, his whole body language changed; he stood 
still, his posture got straight, he took off his hat, and he 
very politely said, “What’s the story with the doll, sir?” 


When he said, “Sir,” I thought his mom was going to have 
a heart attack! 

So that night, once again, we told the little girl’s story. 
Afterwards, I put her back in her box and made the deci¬ 
sion that I was no longer going to put her on stage. 

The next night, while we were doing the show, the 
doll was in her box at the back of the room. That same 
night, two different tour groups composed of two entirely 
different sets of people snapped photographs on the main 
staircase of the Stanley Hotel. In two of those pictures, 
there’s a ghostly little girl walking through the frame. I give 
those pictures a lot of credibility because their photogra¬ 
phers saw the little girl immediately, before they left the 
property, so we know the pictures didn’t get manipulated. 
In fact, one of them screamed and showed it to the tour

guide as soon as they snapped the picture and checked 
the screen. It happened. The litde girl was no longer 
onstage, so she’d obviously decided to make her presence 
known in a different way. 

Q: Do you think that the accumulated energy 
from all those performances and all those audi¬ 
ences could have helped to manifest her? 

Aiden: It’s interesting you asked that. About a year after 
those events happened, as we were packing our stuff to 
move from the Stanley to the Queen Mary, there were 
fewer and fewer things available to put on stage, so I had 
an idea: What if the audience created a ghost? 

So, I began the show by asking the audience to imagine 
there was a shadow standing next to me. I asked them not 
to give it an identity, just imagine it as either the shadow of 
an adult or the shadow of a child. Afterwards, I would ran¬ 
domly pick one person to ask what they saw and whatever 
their answer was became the genesis of the ghost. 

If they saw a child. I’d ask who else in the room saw a 
child. Whoever raised their hand. I’d say thank you and 
please keep your hand in the air because, together, we’re 
now going to create this person. One person would say if 
it was a boy or a girl, another would say how old they are. 


we’d hnd out the color of their hair and the color of their 
eyes, what they liked, and what they didn’t like. Finally, 

I’d ask the last person to give our shadow a name. 

We did that for 36 shows — 14 completely different 
audiences who had never met each other and never seen 
any of the previous shows all created a litde red-haired boy 
named Thomas. Another 10 audiences created a tall man 
with white hair and a white beard in his 50s named Henry. 
Both very Edwardian names. How is that even possible? 

Q: You created a tulpa? 

Aiden: That’s very much where my original concept came 
from, but it still leaves you with all these questions: Were 
the audience’s answers a joint consciousness thing, was it 
something in the atmosphere, or could there be a Thomas 
and a Henry hanging out at the Stanley Hotel who used the 
experiment as a conduit to reveal themselves? 

Q: Have you ever tried that experiment with dif¬ 
ferent results? 

Aiden: Actually, I went back to the Stanley at the end 
of this summer, and I wanted to see if Thomas or Henry 
would come back so we did it again. There were 15 people 
in the room, and the shadow they saw ended up being a 
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man. Brown hair. Green eyes. I went all the way around 
the room and asked what he did for a living? He’s a police 
officer. What does he like to do? He likes to drink; he’s got 
a big drinking problem. What doesn’t he like? Someone in 
the audience giggled and said he’s afraid of bees, and every¬ 
body laughed. They gave him the name William. 

Finally, I bring a person up onstage and ask them 
to imagine this man is standing behind somebody in the 
theater. Where is he? So the person points and says he’s 
standing right behind that 
woman with the gray hair. 

The gray-haired woman’s re¬ 
action is pure shock, but she 
doesn’t say anything until she 
comes up to me at the end of 
the show and says her brother 
Bill died six months before, he was a police officer, his 
physical description matched, he had a drinking problem, 
and he was allergic to bees. She hadn’t known any of the 
other people in the audience, and none of that stuff could 
have been researched beforehand. 

You can’t experience things like that and then say 
there’s no such thing as ghosts, that there’s no such thing 
as the paranormal. 

Q: Has shipboard paranormal activity really 
picked up since you relocated to the Queen Mary? 

Aiden: It has, but I think that’s got a lot to do with the fact 
that we essentially live here, whereas most paranormal in¬ 
vestigators are hobbyists who’ll save up for a year to spend 
a weekend investigating the ship. So, for them, something 
may happen or something might not. Because I’m on the 
ship hve days out of the week, it’s just like living in a house. 

You know that feeling when you leave in the morning and 
then when you come home you know as soon as you walk in 
the house that someone was here while you were out? Noth¬ 
ing’s really been moved, but you can feel the energy of it 

The Rrst six weeks we performed the show here, we 
focused on the story of one of the Queen Mary’s most 
infamous characters. He was a passenger named Albert 
who was a gambler and card cheat and pretty much a hor¬ 
rible human being. He survived the sinking of the Titanic 
by stealing an old woman’s shawl, covering himself up 
in it, and climbing into the lifeboat with the women and 
children. At the time, it was unthinkable that a man would 
do such a thing, so the guys loading the lifeboats didn’t 
question it until his identity was discovered when the sun 
came up the next morning. 

Anyway, we did the show about Albert for the hrst six 
weeks, and then I gave him a night off and did the shadow 
experiment again. The people in the room, who I hadn’t 


talked to about Albert, accurately described his height, 
his hair color, his eye color. I asked a woman to give the 
shadow a name, and she replied, “Albert,” quickly adding, 
“I have no idea why I said that.” 

Another night, we went around the room and the 
audience described a man in his 50s with blond hair and 
blue eyes whose name was Rodriguez — a very Hispanic 
name and not a name you’d associate with blond hair 
and blue eyes. As soon as this guy named him Rodriguez, 

a woman in the back row 
gasped and then became 
progressively more and more 
upset as the show continued. 
Eventually, she had to leave. 

Any time anyone leaves 
the room, my assistant follows 
them to ask what’s going on, are they OK, did something 
happen, do they need help? The woman said her name 
was Rodriguez and the audience had accurately described 
her father who had passed away when she was a child. To 
her, her dad had just come to visit. 

We very specifically don’t put extra seats in the room. 
We place the exact amount of chairs based on how many 
tickets are sold per show, and that’s it. But one particular 
night there was an extra chair we didn’t pull out, and I still 
don’t know how we didn’t account for it. At the end of the 
show, a woman came up in tears saying that her father sat 
next to her in that chair the entire show. She saw him, felt 
him, knew he was absolutely with her. 

Who can say how much of these experiences is pro¬ 
jected by the experiencers’ own unconscious? All I know 
is that the effect on them was palpable, and I really feel 
like the show is a cathartic release for people. Also, people 
forget that when they come to the Queen Mary looking for 
ghosts, they often bring their own ghosts with them. 

Q: Can you give us some examples of other things 
that have happened? 

Aiden: There’s been a lot. We’ve gotten voices in the 
room — disembodied voices that had nothing to do 
with the people sitting in the audience. We’ve also had 
people sitting in the entryway of the theater who insist 
they’ve seen a man in a gray suit standing there or walking 
around. As many people familiar with the ghosts of the 
Queen Mary know, the man in gray has long been one of 
the mysteries of the ship. When I see people staring at the 
entryway, I almost want to stop the show to ask if they saw 
something, but I can’t. 

The theater only seats 50 people. It’s impossible to 
leave without me seeing you. One night, at the end of the 
show, our bartender (who serves pre-show drinks in the

Revenant Room lounge) asked about the guy who walked 
out 15 minutes into the performance. We had no idea what 
he was talking about because we knew that nobody had left. 

Q: Tell us about the paranormal investigations 
you're conducting onboard the Queen Mary. 

There have been so many other investigations of 
the ship, what are you hoping you'll discover? 

Aiden: Our ultimate goal aboard the ship is to try to es¬ 
tablish a solid and truthful narrative of what has happened 
aboard the ship and to determine where the paranormal 
activity that exists aboard the ship belongs in that narra¬ 
tive. We investigate every night we do a show, and we 


keep everything as blind as possible — to the extent that 
we don’t even tell the people who are participating what 
we’re looking for until the very end of the evening. That 
way, any information that comes up during the course of 
the night has a little more validity because the participants 
have no idea of the names or behaviors we’ve experienced 
during previous investigations. 

One of the things I Rnd most fascinating about the 
Queen Mary is that 57 people died on the ship, but most 
people never ask a single question about most of them. 
They always want to know: “Where do I find the lady in 
white?” “Where do I find the gent?” “Have you ever seen 
Jackie?” They’re not interested in the ghosts as people; 
they’re interested in the ghosts as archetypes. But every 
ghost onboard this ship has a story to tell, and the stories 
attached to the ghosts as people are incredibly compelling. 

Q: What investigative methods do you use? 

Aiden: We use the Estes Method, which was developed 
by Karl Pfiefer and Connor Randall when they were 
working as the resident paranormal investigation team 
at the Stanley Hotel. We use an SB-7 Spirit Box, which 
scans through both the AM and FM radio frequencies 
depending on which band you set it on, while the person 
holding the Spirit Box is blindfolded and wears noise can¬ 
celling headphones so they have no idea what questions 
we’re asking the spirits while they’re listening for whatever 
words or phrases the Spirit Box is spitting back at them 
through the static. 

We prefer the Estes Method as an investigative tool 
because of the blindness of it and the synchronicity it 
produces. When the person in the system is unaware of 
the history of the location and yet can produce names, 
dates, and phrases that are relevant to the location and the 
questions we’re asking, it’s highly fascinating. 

The method has become popular with some of the 
newer paranormal series on national television in the 
U.S., but Karl and Connor are rarely credited for their 
work in developing it. What you’ll see us doing tonight is 
still very much a research phase. 

An important point to remember is that we’re not 
here to talk to ghosts; we’re here to talk to the person in 
the place where their life may have ended. If they want to 
talk, we’re going to listen to them. 

The other thing to remember is that the spirits who 
come here need not have necessarily died here. So many 
of the passengers on this ship were either traveling home 
to family or traveling to the U.S. with dreams, hopes, and 
ambitions. While a lot of people look at the Queen Mary 
as this dark, haunted, tragic place, that’s only a small part 
of her history. 
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Passengers weren’t here for a day; they were here for 
a week. They lived here, laughed here, loved here, and 
danced here. Who’s to say they don’t want to come back 
and hang out here? Bad things might have happened, but 
millions more good things happened here too. 

Q: How do people respond when they take part 
in your investigations? The people who have only 
watched paranormal investigations on TV and 
expect a plethora of other tools like dowsing rods 
and spirit boards? Or 
yelling into the thin air? 

Aiden: In my opinion, if you 
see somebody do a paranor¬ 
mal investigation and their 
primary tool is a dowsing rod 
or a Ouija board, it gives me 
concern because anything a human being is touching can 
be manipulated. 

Inevitably, there will be people who come to an 
investigation on any given night who have never done 
anything like it before and they’re shy, quiet, but as the 
night progresses, they become more open and engaged, 
which is cool to watch. And then we have people who’ve 
investigated before but they’ve never seen the methods 
we’re using. Quite often they’ll tell us that our approach 
makes a lot more sense and is getting much more interest¬ 
ing results than the way they’ve been doing things. 

Our aim during an investigation is to establish a re¬ 
lationship with the spirits and truthfully document every¬ 
thing that happens. We don’t yell at the air, “Hey, is there 
a ghost here? Great, thanks, see ya!” We approach the 
space extremely mindful that we could be sharing it with 
somebody, or multiple somebodies. We’re respectful, po¬ 
lite, and we stay true to our word, which means if we tell a 
spirit we’re going to do something, we make sure we do it. 

That can occasionally be frustrating because it can 
be like “Look, I really want to know if it’s a person I’m 
talking to so if you can make those lights go off we’ll stop 
asking you anymore questions.” And sometimes the lights 
go bam! and we’re thinking shit! because we want to ask 
another question. But if we did that then we’ve just bro¬ 
ken the deal. 

Last week we were in the Rope Hold, and Becca, 
who’s really good at asking questions, said, “We’re just 
here to talk to you. We want to get to know you and see if 
we can help you,” and the response to that (via the Spirit 
Box) was, “I’ve heard that before.” So Becca replied, 

“Well, we mean it,” and the response to that was, “You’ll 
leave too.” 

When things like that happen, you can’t help but think 


about all the people who take part in paranormal investiga¬ 
tions, look for interaction, and make promises they don’t 
keep. They don’t stay; they don’t ever come back. Maybe 
they’ll return five years later saying, “Remember me? My 
name’s Diane!” and not understand when all they get back 
is silence. These aren’t entities; they’re people. 

You’ve also got to be wary of the fraud mediums. 

One night we brought some photographs out, just ran¬ 
dom pictures from the 1930s, and one woman who had 
a group of people with her started telling the life story of 

the person in the photograph, 
pointing across the room and 
saying “... and she’s stand¬ 
ing right there still wearing 
that same dress.” AVhen she 
was hnished telling the story, 

I told her, “That’s Princess 
Margaret. She was never on this ship.” AVhy would you 
make that story up just to make yourself look good? 

As far as the nuts and bolts of the investigation goes, 
we don’t make promises that anything will happen. We 
always make it clear that we might come up with some¬ 
thing or we might come up with nothing, but everything 
we do is hlmed on video so there’s no conhrmation bias. 
We play everything back and analyze it to be certain it did 
or didn’t take place. 

Sometimes when we go back and look at video, we see 
things we didn’t even realize, like we were so focused on a 
particular person talking that we didn’t see the lights going 
off in a corner of the room. 

You’ll see tonight when we do the investigation that 
we don’t intend or desire to convince anyone there are 
ghosts here. We’re just extremely grateful that they’re 
willing to pay money to be participants in this because 
we need unbiased people as our guinea pigs. We can’t 
validate anything we do by ourselves. 

Q: And you occasionally invite a celebrity along 
to investigate with you? 

Aiden: Yes, we call that project Voyages to the Other 
Side, and the idea is that once a month we investigate the 
theater space and the Rope Hold and bring in an investi¬ 
gator, who also happens to be a television personality, to 
join us. Grant Wilson’s been here, an actor named Chad 
Linberg — from the Fast and Furious movie franchise and 
the Supernatural TV series — has been here too. 

The draw is really two-fold — there’s the people who 
just want to see the celebrity and also the people who want 
to investigate the space but feel a litde more comfortable 
doing it with the celebrity because, even if they don’t know 
who I am, they dehnitely know who Grant Wilson is.

Q: Considering your open and friendly approach 
to the spirits, do you and Becca ever worry about 
picking up attachments? 

Aiden: We haven’t had any issues with attachments. 
Becca will often ask whomever we talk to please not fol¬ 
low us home, but truthfully I don’t really mind. If some¬ 
one needs a friend, and them coming to visit at home 
might make that presence more open to communication, 
then I’m really not against it. 

Q: And finally, as a former skeptic, what would 
you say to someone who still refuses to believe 
ghosts exist? 

Aiden: When people are vociferous about “There’s no 
such thing as ghosts” or “There’s no such things as psy¬ 
chics,” I always think that just because “you” haven’t ex¬ 
perienced it doesn’t make it so. “It doesn’t exist” is a bold 
statement, and until you’ve met everybody in the world 
and experienced everything there is to experience, “it 
doesn’t exist” doesn’t hold any validity. It’s hne to say you 
personally don’t believe there’s any such thing as ghosts or 
paranormal phenomena, but to criticize somebody else’s 
beliefs when you haven’t had the experiences in life they 
have ... you can’t do that. 


The big thing for me is that of all the people who 
come looking for ghosts, none of them ever sees the ghost 
at the pier. The Queen Mary has been parked here for 
longer than she ever sailed on the seas, and there are days 
when I pull up in my car. I’ll look at her, and she’s beauti¬ 
ful. Whereas, on other days, the way the light hits her, she 
looks so sad. 

You’ll see a Carnival cruise ship docked opposite 
that’s made out of plastic with music blaring and people 
hanging over the railings, and it will never be anything 
like the grandeur of the Queen Mary, and yet the Queen 
Mary has to sit here and watch her go. In Illusions of the 
Passed, we try to bring her grandeur back a little bit so 
people can remember her story and hopefully learn the 
stories of some of those who’ve been here. All those sto¬ 
ries, all those people, deserve remembering. It’s an honor 
to play a small part in helping that happen. 

***** 

My heartfelt thanks to Aiden, Becca, and Ariyana 
(from the Queen Mary’s PR team) for their kindness, 
generosity, and an unforgettable experience. There was so 
much more we talked about — including Aiden’s experi¬ 
ences at the Winchester House and encountering the spir- 
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it of Flora Stanley at the Stanley Hotel — but not enough 
room to include them here. Maybe another time. 

All I can leave you with is that Illusions of the Passed 
is a show you shouldn’t miss 
where (speaking as someone 
who participated in one of 
the experiments) the line 
between the illusory and the 
metaphysical is so thin as to 
be non-existent. Almost two 
months later, I’m still convinced I interacted with one of 
the ship’s most famous child spirits (even though, Aiden 
told us later, there’s no documented evidence that she 
ever actually existed.) 

Even before you enter the theater, there’s an atmo¬ 
sphere of expectation and respect for the Queen Mary’s 
departed that is palpable and intensely emotional, from 
the photographs on the wall as you enter the darkened 
lounge to the quiet 1930’s-era music that (Aiden told us) 
plays on a loop 24/7 — the ghosdy “lady in white” even 
selected one of the songs, “Skylark,” when she introduced 
herself during an investigation. 

The haunted museum items that are on display in the 
lounge are fascinating too. They include pieces from the 
Stanley, artefacts from the Titanic, Tarot cards designed 


by Aleister Crowley (whose ashes were transported to the 
U.S. in this very room), and the only book ever to be writ¬ 
ten by a spirit. Becca’s favorite item is a playful doll who 

sits and stands in her box and 
inspired Rod Serling to write 
a very famous Twilight Zone 
episode. Becca considers her 
“my assistant” and tells me 
she feels better when the doll 
is there. 

As for the paranormal investigation, that was an eye- 
opener too. My experience of paranormal investigation 
has always primarily involved trusting my hve senses and 
leaving technology at the door, and the Estes Method has 
dehnitely given me something to think about. The tour 
Aiden gave us of the ship was fascinating, as well, but, un¬ 
fortunately, I haven’t been able to include the details of it 
for reasons of space. Aiden isn’t a guide, but he was kind 
enough to take time out from his busy schedule to show 
us around. He’s a wonderful storyteller.

WERE THEY REALLY BORN 
BEFORE THEIR TIME?

A rchimedes, Leonardo da Vinci, Benjamin Frank¬ 
lin, Nicola Tesla, the Wright brothers. These are 
only a handful of names of people that changed 
the world with their inventions and visions of the future. 
One of the common statements you hear about these 
visionaries is that they were all born before their time.

GRUMBLETHORPE 




Philadelphia's Seriously Haunted 

Historic Home

S tanding at 5267 Germantown Avenue in Philadel¬ 
phia is a nondescript building with an otherworldly 
reputation. In a city with so many historic land¬ 
marks, the oddly-named Grumblethorpe (said to come 
from a novel about a German family in England) looks 
like nothing more than another stone colonial structure. 
But tales of its spectral happenings go back over two-and- 
a-half centuries and continue to this day. 

Grumblethorpe was built in 1744 as the summer home 
of John Wister (originally Wistar, but later anglicized with 
an e). Wister was a wine merchant in the city, and his fam¬ 
ily was prominent in Philadelphia. John’s brother, Casper, 
was a German-born glassmaker and one of the first Ger¬ 
man colonists in Pennsylvania. The Wisters would also 
become the namesake of the Wisteria plant. 

Indeed, their horticultural interests were great. Grum¬ 
blethorpe included several acres of plant and flower beds 
and a looming Ginkgo tree that still stands. The tree is said to 
have grown from a seedling brought from England in 1754. 

Thirty years after it was completed, Grumblethorpe 
became the home and headquarters of British Brigadier- 
General James Agnew, who was still recuperating from 
wounds sustained in the Battle of Brandywine. A few days 
after Agnew took up residence, the Battle of Germantown 
raged on October 4, 1777. 

Agnew rode into battle without support and was 
promptly ambushed by over 100 enemy troops. As he 
turned to escape, he was shot in the back. Agnew’s soldiers 
and his servant Alexander Andrew carried the mortally 
wounded leader away; they took him back to Grumbletho¬ 
rpe, where he bled to death on the wooden floor. 

The Ghosts of Grumblethorpe 

James Agnew reportedly haunts the home. The 
bloodstain of his death still remains on the floor of

Grumblethorpe, and several witnesses have claimed to see 
a black mist rise from the spot and move throughout the 
house. Others remember standing on the spot and subse¬ 
quently hearing the sound of moaning — especially on the 
anniversary of Agnew’s death. 

But Agnew isn’t the only ethereal guest of the old 
house. 

There’s another ghost, referred to as Justinia Hem- 
berger. According to legend, Justinia’s father Justin died 
in the 1793 Philadelphia yellow fever epidemic. She was 
orphaned but taken in by the Wisters before she could be 
displaced. She soon became the house manager. 

One of Justinia’s favorite pastimes was baking bread; 
she did so every Friday night for the purpose of distribut¬ 
ing it to the poor on Saturday mornings. 
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The home was built in 1744 by the Wister family. Apparitions, mists, and other ghostly figures are seen 
throughout the home.

Then late one evening in 1820, Justinia appeared to 
John Wister’s daughters in their bedroom. Believing that 
Justinia was at their other home on Market Street several 
miles away, the girls were a bit startled by her sudden 
presence. The following morning, the Wister family 
learned that Justinia had passed away the night before. 

Ever since her death, people have insisted that her 
spirit lingers in Grumblethorpe and is most often seen on 
Friday evenings after sunset, usually accompanied by the 
smell of freshly baked bread. She is a friendly presence 
and has also been seen by many children who visit the 
house with their parents. 

Aside from visitors, staff members at Grumblethorpe 
have had paranormal experiences that defy explanation. 
Education Director Diana Thompson recalled seeing a 
“black shape, low to the ground, spinning very quickly 
from the dining room into the Colonial parlor.” Thomp¬ 
son then said, “I’m not in the mood for this,” after which 
the shape disappeared. Thompson’s son also saw the 
same black shape. Its description matched the entity seen 
near James Agnew’s blood spot. 


Other Paranormal Reports 

Other staff members have claimed to see figures 
or eyes in the dining room mirror. Some young vol¬ 
unteers have admitted that their parents are too afraid 
to pick them up at Grumblethorpe. Volunteer Kelli 
Alsop recalled a particularly unnerving experience in 
an upstairs room. 

Walking through the room with two other staff 
members during the middle of the day, Kelli noticed 
their shadows cast on the floor. But she also noticed a 
fourth shadow that didn’t belong to anyone in the room 
— one that was clearly wearing a dress when everyone 
else was in jeans. 

Despite the eerie occurrences, those who work at 
Grumblethorpe do not feel threatened. To the contrary, 
workers have learned to coexist with their otherworldly 
guests. The house was listed on the National Register of 
Historic Places in 1972. It now operates as a museum and 
is open to the public.

SERPENT MOUND 

EARTH EFFIGY

J rust west of the Appalachian Plateau — situated upon 
I a geologically fractured ridge overlooking the Bush 
I Creek in Adams County, Ohio — is Serpent Mound, 
e largest earth effigy in the world. 

Conforming to the curve of the land, the serpentine 
effigy built of clay, rocks, dirt, and sod extends about 
1,348 feet, varies in height from less than a foot to more 
than three feet, and measures 25 feet wide. The head 
faces east, and it winds back and forth nearly 800 feet 
forming seven coils that end in a triple coiled tail fac¬ 
ing the west. Archaeologists have 
discovered there was once a fourth 
coil near the head that had been 
dismantled. 

The serpent’s head is depicted 
with an open mouth that extends 
around the east end of a 120-foot 
hollow oval. 

The purpose of this effigy is as 
much a quandary as the origin of 
its builders. Three conical burial 
mounds are located nearby from 
two different cultures. Two are from 
the Adena 800 B.C.-lOO A.D., and 
one is from the Fort Ancient 1000 
A.D.-1650 A.D. Was it one of 
them that constructed this forma¬ 
tion? Or had they simply discovered 
it and chosen this location to build 
their burial mounds because they 
considered it a sacred place? 

There is evidence of a former cairn of stones within 
the circle of the head. This might have possibly been a 
sacrihcial altar based on ceremonial knives that have been 
unearthed among the blackened stones. Perhaps they 
were offerings to the Horned Serpent who was thought to 
be the guardian of the Underworld. 

It was once believed that when the sun sets it goes to 
the Underworld. Might the oval feature be interpretive of 
the sun within the mouth of the Horned Serpent being 


pulled down into the Underworld as it sets below the 
horizon? 

It has been discovered that Serpent Mound is an ar¬ 
ray of astronomical alignments. The head aligns with the 
summer solstice sunset and the tail with the winter solstice 
sunset. The coils align with various stages of the sun and 
moon: equinox sunrise and sunset, minimum northern 
moonrise and moonset, true north, maximum southern 
moonrise and moonset, summer solstice sunrise, and 
winter solstice sunrise. 


Moreover, it was determined the seven coils of the 
serpent represent the star pattern in the northern sky 
named Draco with the ancient Pole Star Thuban at its 
center. This is based on the position of Thuban within 
the Draco constellation about 5,000 years ago. The great 
pyramids of Egypt were also built to align with Thuban. 

Geological studies have revealed that the effigy has 
been built at the intersection of two fault lines. In addi¬ 
tion, there exists underground water, as well as gravity

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anomalies and magnetic field anoma¬ 
lies. Perhaps this might explain the 
magnetic disturbance that causes a 
compass to malfunction. I can attest 
to this phenomenon, because upon 
walking near the first coil, my compass 
was pointing north but suddenly the 
needle indicated north was behind me. 

Another substantial factor is that 
Serpent Mound is located on the edge 
of an ancient meteorite structure that 
is known as the Serpent Mound Crater 
or Serpent Mound Disturbance. 

This is classified as a complex crater 
because it contains a central uplift, 
a transition zone, and a ring graben. 

This graben is a depressed block of 
the Earth’s crust bordered by parallel 
faults. The original rim diameter was 
determined to measure 8.7 miles, but with erosion, it is 
presently five miles. 

It was determined that a meteor impact caused the 
crater 320 million years ago during the Mississippian 
Period. Geological study using bore hole samples re¬ 
vealed an abundance of Iridium at 1,400 feet. This is a 
silver metal with radioactive properties most commonly 
found in asteroids and comets. Very rarely does it appear 
anywhere except for near the Earth’s core. Nonetheless, 
Iridium levels measure 10 times beyond what is actually 
present in the Earth’s core. 

There were also revealed microscopic fractures in 
quartz crystals far below, which are referred to as “shat¬ 
tered cones.” These fractures closely resemble those 
appearing after nuclear tests in Nevada. 

On August 23, 2003, around 9 p.m.. Tree Pruitt, her 
husband, and her brother-in-law observed some strange 
lights moving in the night sky that were in the direction 
of Serpent Mound. There appeared to be five lights that 
were yellow around the outside, blue-white inside, with 
a very bright white core. As they continued to watch for 
about 12 minutes, the lights moved back and forth and in 
circular formations. 

Before going to bed. Tree drew the pattern pictured 
here because it seemed important to her even though she 
couldn’t comprehend the significance. The next morn¬ 
ing on August 24, on property owned by Molly Williams, 
Delsy Knoechelman discovered a huge crop circle had 
appeared in the soybean field on Route 73 near Eocust 
Grove. Oddly enough, it resembled Tree’s drawing. 

The design measured 300 feet in diameter. The 
smaller circles on the side measured 12 inches in di¬ 


ameter, and the larger bottom circle measured 10 feet. 
The geometry-based design resembled the Vesica Pisces 
symbol, which depicts higher order mathematics, such 
as square root. The design also incorporated a lunula, an 
astronomical tool, which was used to predict the positions 
of stellar objects. 

Dr. Gerald Hawkins maintained the measured di¬ 
mensions of the crop circle formations also correspond to 
the same diatonic scale ratios as the white keys on a piano: 
C, D, E, F, G, A, B. 

Upon closer inspection of the formation, it was dis¬ 
covered that the soybean stalks had been fiattened against 
the ground, yet the branches remained facing upright 
12 inches from the ground and were unbroken. Unlike 
the surrounding plants, the plants in the circle had been 
subject to an unknown energy that resulted in rapid heat¬ 
ing from within. Studies indicated the magnetic field was 
five times higher, radioactivity was four times higher, and 
microwave emissions were evident. 

What exactly was the significance of the mysterious 
crop circle? And why was it situated in direct alignment 
with the head of the serpent at Serpent Mound? Perhaps 
it correlated with the fact that the geologic fault lines, 
water lines, and magnetic lines of the effigy converge 300 
feet to the southwest where the crop circle appeared. 

Ever since that night, orange glowing spheres known 
as “Earth Eights” measuring four feet in diameter have 
been seen floating over Serpent Mound area. In April 
2004, as the soybean field was about to be tilled for plant¬ 
ing, small purple flowers had grown in the exact shape of 
the original crop circle formation. 

So who was really responsible for the creation of the 
serpentine effigy so long ago? Was it the Star People? ♦

The Hunt for the Ropen; 

Spotting a Pterosaur in Papua New Guinea

I saw a prehistoric flying reptile here in Papua New 
Guinea. It’s known as a flying pterosaur — or the Ro¬ 
pen. I’m a freelance photographer and videographer, 
but when I saw the pterosaur, I was without a camera. 
Here’s what happened. 

In 2007,1 was on an island called Umboi or Siasii. 
This is a volcanic island that lays Northeast of its provin¬ 
cial capital, called Lae, in Papua New Guinea. Umboi 
is separated from mainland Papua New Guinea by the 
Vitiaz Strait in the Bismarck Sea of Papua New Guinea. 

I was leaving a coastal hamlet called Kapiton with my 
family members on an outboard banana boat one Satur¬ 
day. We were on our way to a government station called 
Bunsil that lays to the Southeast. 

It was around 9 a.m., but the coast line was still 
gloomy due to a misty sea and very heavy cloud cover 
from the jungle. We were cruising slowly along the coast¬ 
line of Bunsil Bay. There, at the mouth of the Goosh 
River emerged a floating tail with a diamond shape at 
its end. It was six to seven meters long, featherless, and 
brown color. 

The place was so foggy, but I and the others could 
see the creature 10 meters from where we were. I did not 
know what it was, but visibly I could see that it was a crea¬ 
ture with its body submerged in the very shallow waters of 
the coral reef. 

I pointed out toward it, and an elderly Umboi island¬ 
er (who was the owner of the boat) spoke out in our Tok 
Pisin dialect: “Papa graun,” meaning landlord. In Umboi, 
the papa graun stands for Ropen. And the Ropen is a 
Rhamphorhynchoid pterosaur that flies in the skies here 
and is currently living on Umboi and other parts of Papua 
New Guinea. 

We were all very scared of the creature being so 
close, so we managed to remain very quiet. Silendy, the 

boat owner told his son to switch off the motor of the

boat. The place was still foggy and misty, and all was 
silent. We stayed afloat inside the boat for few minutes. 
Due to the low cloud cover and foggy shore line, we even¬ 
tually lost sight of it. 

Later, the weather had cleared. The boat engine was 
started and accelerated at high speed to avoid seeing it 
again, and we all headed toward Bunsil station. Even now, 
this part of the coastline is colored in red clay. 

Natives on Umboi say the mouth of the Goosh River 
is the hotspot where the Ropen moves in and out for 
hunting on mainland Papua New Guinea, and it returns 
using the same route. 

Since the encounter, I have set out to photograph and 
videotape the Ropen, including an expedition in 2018.1 
normally see bioluminescent activities here rather than 
the actual creature. Some of these move at a very rapid 
speed overhead. Some hover in mid-air, and others fly at 
tree canopy level. I suspect that this is the flying pterosaur 
because it has a bioluminescent tail. 

I’m going into the jungle again to try and him it in an 
effort to help researchers in their pursuit of this hying pte¬ 
rosaur on Umboi Island. I’m doing this job on a voluntary 
basis because I have a passion for jungle-related jobs.

Wiki , the Ropen means 
“demon hyer,” and is 
either a giant bat or a pterosaur. 

It also says that “accord¬ 
ing to the book Searching 
for Ropens, it is ‘any feather¬ 
less creature that hies in the 
Southwest Pacific, and has a 
tail-length more than 25% of its 
wingspan.’” 

The Ropen is also said to 
hy at night, as well as glow at 
times while it hies. And while there have been re¬ 
ported sightings of the creature, legends say it’s a spirit 
entity. However, some believe it’s a real animal. 

“It was first sighted in 1935 by famous biologist 
and entomologist Evelyn Cheesman, who believed 
in evolution, and was well respected in the scientific 
community,” according to Cryptid Wiki.

H alo Paranormal Investigations was called out to 
the home of Jeri Leigh Smith in August 2019. 
She requested that we bless her home, as well as 
do some investigation to find out what was causing some 
strange occurrences in the house. 

Jeri and her daughter, Macie Lynn, had problems 
with the paranormal in the past. And after moving into 
a new home, activity continued, including 
tweezers being found that were bent in the 
shape of a heart and items being moved 
around without explanation. 

Macie has seen a sneaky entity that 
peeks his head out of the closet or will peeks 
his head around the bedroom door. Jeri’s 
dogs will bark at a redwood tree in the back¬ 
yard where there is nothing visible on or 
around the tree; they will bark at “nothing” 
in Macie’s bedroom. Pamela {Jeri’s friend) 
witnessed a neon orb around Jeri, and one 
of the neon orbs was in the shape of a heart. 

We were told that the entities that 
could be haunting this home are Norm and 
Kesler, who are attached to the family. 

With these type of things happening 
in this home, HPI and Spyro Paranormal 
agreed to investigate. 

It’s important to note that on one of my 
previous investigations, Macie Lynn was pres¬ 
ent. Macie seemed to have a dark attachment. 

I performed a full submersion baptism (a ba¬ 
sic form of exorcism), and her attachment left. Now, Macie’s 
personality is full of life, bright, and happy. When she had 
her attachment, she seemed depressed, unhappy, and intro¬ 
verted. She is now an extrovert with a bubbly personality. 

The Investigation 

During the investigation, we captured EVPs by the 
big redwood tree in the backyard and EVPs in Macie’s 
bedroom. The EVPs were: “I’m here” and “Randall” (the 
entity said Randall’s name, one of our investigators, when 
Randall was talking into the digital recorder). 


I asked the entity if he wanted us to leave, and he 
said, “Yes.” I asked the entity if he liked the guitar playing 
that Macie was doing in her bedroom, and he said, “Yes.” 
I asked the entity if he was here, and he said, “Only me.” 

Deanna saw an old lady in Jeri’s bedroom with white 
curly hair and a blue apron.

I walked with Jeri and conducted a Ro¬ 
man Catholic house blessing. 

Macie later reported: “So I just went to 
go sleep in my room, and my protective cover that wraps 
underneath my mattress was pulled off.” 

Deanna told Macie to place salt underneath her bed 
and say a prayer, which she did. Also, she placed angel 
figurines around her room that have been dipped in holy 
water and have been given a protection prayer.
